PRESCRIBING INFORMATION 
INDICATIONS 
BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT is indicated for 
debriding chronic dermal ulcers and severely 
burned areas. 
CONTRAINDICATIONS 
BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT is contraindicated 
in patients who have shown local or systemic 
hypersensitivity to collagenase. 


PRECAUTIONS 
The optimal pH range of collagenase is 6 to 8. 
Higher or lower pH conditions will decrease 
the enzyme'’s activity and appropriate pre- 
cautions should be taken. The enzymatic 
activity is also adversely affected by deter- 
gents, hexachlorophene and heavy metal ions 
such as mercury and silver which are used in 
some antiseptics. When it is suspected such 
materials have been used, the site should be 
carefully cleansed by repeated washings with 
normal saline before BIOZYME®-C OINT- 
MENT is applied. Soaks containing metal ions 
or acidic solutions such as Burow’s solution 
should be avoided because of the metal ion 
and low pH. Cleansing materials such as 
hydrogen peroxide, Dakin’s solution, and 
sterile saline are compatible with BIOZYME®-C 
OINTMENT. 
Debilitated patients should be closely moni- 
tored for systemic bacterial infections because 
of the theoretical possibility that debriding 
enzymes may increase the risk of bacteremia. 
A slight transient erythema has been noted 
occasionally in the surrounding tissue, par- 
ticularly when BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT was 
not confined to the lesion. Therefore, the 
ointment should be applied carefully within 
the area of the lesion. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 
No allergic sensitivity or toxic reactions have 
been noted in the recorded clinical investiga- 
tions. However, one case of systemic manifes- 
tations of hypersensitivity to collagenase ina 
patient treated for more than one year with a 
combination of collagenase and cortisone has 
been reported to us. 


DOSAGE & ADMINISTRATION 
BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT should be applied 
once daily (or more frequently if the dressing 
becomes soiled, as from incontinence) in the 
following manner: 

(1) Prior to application the lesion should be 
cleansed of debris and digested material 
by gently rubbing with a gauze pad satu- 
rated with hydrogen peroxide or Dakin's 
solution followed by sterile normal saline. 

(2) Whenever infection is present it is desir- 
able to use an appropriate topical anti- 
bagerial agent. Neomycin-Bacitracin- 
Py, ymyxin B (Neosporin®) powder has 
heen found to be compatible with 

OZYME®-C OINTMENT. The antibiotic 
. be applied to the lesion prior to the 

plication of BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT. 
should the infection not respond, therapy 
with BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT should be 
discontinued until remission of the infec- 
tion. 

(3) BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT should be ap- 
plied directly from the tube. For shallow 
lesions, BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT may be 
applied to a sterile gauze pad which is then 
applied to the wound and properly secured. 

(4) Crosshatching thick eschar with a #10 
blade allows collagenase more surface 
contact with necrotic debris. It is also de- 
sirable to remove, with forceps and scis- 
sors, as much loosened detritus as can be 
done readily. 

(5) All excess ointment should be removed 
each time dressing is changed. 

(6) Use of BIOZYME®-C OINTMENT should 
be terminated when debridement of necro- 
tic tissue is complete and granulation 
tissue is well established. 

OVERDOSE 
Action of the enzyme may be stopped, should 
this be desired, by the application of Burow’'s 
solution USP (pH 3.6-4.4) to the lesion.
